“I do not see any serious troubles in the

Like a great many other physicians, “‘ Dr.” 
Fisher does not Uke to tell his patient exactly 
what medicine he is giving him. He wants to 
leave something to the imagination. There 18 
the more reason in this case as the traction 
ills of Chicago for years have been compll- 
cated with politics and the faith cure always 
has been the remedy applied by political 
physicians. Beginning with the tunnel sita- 
ation, “Dr,” Fisher, however, had these 
things toe say: | 

“While the city contends as a matter of 
law that itis not bound to lower the tunnels 
and the obligation, if any, is on the general 
government, still it does not wish to put itself 
in opposition to the federal authority and we 
simply will ask of Secretary Taftan exten- 
sion of the time.in which the tunnels must be 
lowered.

Objection to Tunnel Settlement. 

“ Of course, the objection to a settlement 
of the tunnel matter has been the fear that 
in coming to the terms of the Union Trac- 
tion company the city would confirm it in 
some of its ‘ninety-nine year claims.’. To 
allow the company to electrify its Madison 
street line would result in this. 

“It is- possible, however, to electrify the 
downtown lines, as there are no ‘tinety- 
covering any of them, 
and the only cars which go through the 
Washington street tunnel are the Madison 
street and Milwaukee avenue ones. The 
Milwaukee avenue cars can be brought 
downtown over the Washington street bridge 
and the Madison street ones over the Adams 
street bridge. 

“Downtown streets, like Adams, Wasa- 
ington, and Fifth avenue, now little used 
by street cars, can be used for stub end 
terminals, and in this manner traffic can be 
handled and yet no opportunity given the 
traction cOmpany to add to its claims under 
the ‘ninety-nine year act.“ 


Other Details of Plan. 

The north side situation the doctor did 
not take into consideration, as he took it 
for granted there would be no demand for 
a lowering of the La Salle street tunnel this 
year. When asked ff his plan contemplated 
allowing the electrifying of West Madison

The 
money is to be raised, of course, by the gale 
of the $75,000,000 of Mueller law certificates 
authorized at the last election. 


Prescribes for Certificates. 

The faults in the $75,000,000 ordinance 
can be cured by the council,”’ he said. “ All 
that will be necessary to do, before the 
certificates are put on sale, is for the 
council to pass an amendatory ordinance 
prescribing exactly what kind of 4 fran- 
chise will go to the holders of the certi- 
cates in ease they are forced to foreclose.

Fire Destroys Wicker Park Build- 
n . 


ONE LIEUTENANT MAY DIE. 


Janitor’s Wife Tells of Mysterious Boy 
Running Away on Tiptoe. | 


Fire destroyed Wicker Park hall, 501 West 
North avenue, early last evening. Four per- 
sons were injured during its progress, and 
one of them, a fireman, may die It is be- 
lieved the fire was of incendiary origin. The 
loss is estimated at $80,000. 

The elevated and surface lines to the north- 
west side were tied up for hours and thou- 
sands of persons returning from work were 
forced to walk or cling to stray trolley cars 
in operation north of the fire. The fire start- 
ed shortly after 5 o’clock and within half an 
hour the roof of the building fell in. 

Thirty firemen were on the edge of the 
structure, which is four stories high, when 
the beams gave way. Three of the men were 
precipitated to the third floor, which was a 
mess of fame. They were rescued with 
difficulty and sent to St. Zlizabeth’s hospital. 


The Injured. 

BAUMANN, LIEUT. GEORGE, truck 28; skull 
fractured in fall; cut and burned. Operated on 
at hospital for relief from splinter of bone press- 
ing on brain; recovery doubtful. 

LESSMAN, JOHN, employed in bowling alley on 
first floor of Wicker Park hall; eut on hand by 
falling timber. Wound dressed in Haller's drug 
store, 1240 Milwaukee avenue, by Dr. J. P. 
Pfeifer. 

LYONS, HOMER, driver of truck 28; right leg 
broken, cut by glass; and burned; probably will 
recover. 

WALDE, LIEUT. JOHN, engine 12; both hands | 
severely burned, and cut by glass... Taken to 
St. Blizabeth’s hospital; will recover. 

Charles Szeszychki, a fireman, narrowly 
escaped falling into the fire when the roof 
caved In. He was standing on the edge of 
the roof and barely managed to seize the fire 
escape before the bricks at the top of the wall 
crumbled away. 

Saw a Boy Running. 

The police were notified that Mrs. Adolph 
Hokenstrom, wife of the janitor of the 
building, has seen a boy enter the hall pre- 
vious to the fire, and had heard him run 
away shortly before the first alarm was 
sounded. Mrs. Hokenstrom told her story to 
Detective Kelly as follows: 

I was about to get supper in my room on 
the second floor of the building, when I saw 
a boy run through thecorridor. He went up- 
stairs. I noticed he was of medium size, 
quite well dressed, and apparently 14 years 
old. This was about 6 o'clock. Fifteen min- 
utes later I heard the boy leave. He was run- 
ning on tip toe. I felt that something was 
wrong, but I did net know exactly what. 
Within a few minutes, my husband told me 
the place was on fire somewhere back of the 
stage. I took Frank, one of my little boys 
who was sick in bed, wrapped him in a shaw], 
and escaped. I do not know whether I could 
identify the boy who ran away.“ 


Second Fire in Four Months. 

A fire occurred in the hall last December. 
It started in the same place on the top floor, 
but was extinguished without serious loss. 

The owner of the property is William J. 
Bauerle. The office of H. Wolterding, real 
estate dealer, was in the building. The hall 
was one of the largest on the northwest side. 
The ground floor was used for saloon, restau- 
rant, and bowling alley purposes. On the 
second floor was a small hall and lodge 
rooms. The third floor was the large hall, 
and the fourth story was used for a gallery.

Present Statutes Cause Paralysis i 
Criminal Justice. 


Savannah, Ga., April 18.—Judge-Speer of 
the United States court in sentencing Green 
and Gaynor today read them a lecturé sen- 
sational in ite denunciation of their con- 
spiracy to plunder the public treagury. 

Green and Gaynor were convicted of con- 
spiracy with O. M. Carter, late of the army 
engineer corps, to defraud the government 
in connection with the Savannah farbor 
work for which they had the contract: Hach 
was fined $575,749.00, the amount they were 
convicted of defrauding the government of, 
and each was sentenced to four years in 
prison. 


Plunder Not “Honest Graft.” 

Judge Speer gave them the maximum gen- 
tence, and in so doing alluded to the wide- 
spread belief among a certain clase of con- 
tractors that plunder of the federal treasury 
was h graft.” 

He said N yas almost impossible to bring 
rich and powerful plunderers to speedy trial 
under the present laws. The existing cum- 
bersome law, he said, amounted practically 
to @ paralysis of criminal justice, 


Public Should Awaken. 

Judge. Speer, in addressing the prisoners, 
said, in part: 

To some, no doubt, who are imbued with 
the belief that all they can get from the 
government is honest graft, your conviction 
may excite indignation, astonishment, and, 
perhaps, not a little alarm. 

“It seems indeed that the public should 
awaken to the prevalence of this dangerous 
inclination. The magnificent contributions 
from the national treasury made by congress 
for the welfare of the people all imperatively: 
call for a lesson in thunder tones to faithless, 
conniving, unprincipled representatives of 
the government, and the unscrupulous con- 
tractors or other persons who would conspire 
to plunder the public treasury. 

Nor should the lesson of our govern- 
ment's conduct in this great case go unheed- 
ed. No necessary expense has been spared, 
no necessary exertion avoided. To bring to 
the bar of public justice those charged with 
the spoliation of the treasury, the Supreme 
court of the United States and the privy 
council of England, the loftiest tribunals of 
the English speaking races, have contributed 
their solemn judgments.” 


Defects in the Law. 

Pointing out that these tribunals had p- 
proved the declaration of this court that the 
accused must be brought to trial before the 
court having jurisdiction of their offenses, 
Judge Speer continued: 

“It will be well for our governmental au- 
thorities to reflect that unless the obstructive 
construction placed upon our removal sta- 
tutes, which delayed this case so long, shall 
be avoided as recommended by the president 
and the attorney general, it will be wholly 
impossible to have the speedy trial of crimi- 
nal cases. 

The greater the crime and the more pow- 
erful and richer the culprit, the greater will 
be the difficulty of bringing him to trial. If 
the government must take its witnesses to 
each district in which persons indicted joint- 
ly for conspiracy or other joint crime, may 
seek refuge and be compelled to ignore the 
efficacy of the indietment and to make out 
the case anew, it will amount to a paralysis 
in the administration of criminal justice.“

Mount Vernon, N. T., April 18.—{Special. }— 
A million dollars against bis life! | 

These were the stakes played for tonight 
in a chemical laboratory in Bast Chester by 
Prof. Wurtenberger, inventor of an explosive 
twenty times more powerful than dynamite. 

The professor lost, and will pay the forfeit 
with his life, having been fatally injured by 
an explosion while he was experimenting. 

Prof. Wurtenberger’s explosive is set off 
by a fuse. He recently gavea 
of its power to government officials and 
thirty prominent chemists from various parts 
of the United States The demonstration was 
pronounced à success." 

Officials of the New York, Westchester and 
Boston railroad also were present at the dem- 
 ohstration, Which took place at the railroad 
excavations om that line, a short distance 

from Prof. Wurtenberger’s laboratory. 
Willing to Pay $1,000,000, 

It ie said that the government officials 
wanted Prof. Wurtenberger to perfect his 
invention to be touched off by an electric 
spark instead of a fuse and that if he could 
accomplish this the government would pay 
him $1,000,000 for the recipe of the explosive. 
Prof. Wurtenberger, it ie believed, was work- 
ing with the electric spark when the accident 
occurred, 

Prof. Wurtenberger realized that the first 
teat of the electric spark would mean either 
success or death, and rather than give up 
his life's work he decided tonight to apply 
electricity to the strongest chemical ex- 
plosive known to the world. Intimate friends 
of Prof. Wurtenberger said he had an idea 
his explosive would revolutionize the war- 
fare of the world. 


Inventor Taken to Hospital. 

The professor, who is a German, was 
brought to Mount Vernon hospital tonight, 
where a corps of physicians are working 
over him. His face and arms are terribly 
burned, and the hair is completely gone from 
his head. The phyeicians says that if he sur- 
vives he probably will lose his sight. 

The laboratory, on account of the danger- 
ous experiments conducted there, is located 
at a desolate place in the salt meadows, two 
miles from East Chester. The inventor was 
alone when the explosion occurred, and he 
ran up and down the room, shrieking with 
pain, for fully an hour before medical as- 
sistance could be obtained. 

J. L. Creider, division engineer of the New 
York, Westchester and Boston railway, was 
the first person to reach the laboratory and 
he describes the sufferings of the inventor as

being something dreadful to see. He found 


him rushing about the building calling madly 
tor help while the burned skin was hanging 
im tatters from his arms, His ears were 
nearly burned off while his clothes had been 
taken off to the waist by the force of the ex- 
plosion. 

Suffers Intense Agony. 

Mr. Creider ran to the nearest telephone 
and called up Dr. Vandenburg of Mount Ver- 
non. He also got an ambulence and after 
considerable delay the suffering man Was 
taken to the hospital Where Drs. Shipman 
and Sinnot worked over him to a late hour.

People Already Forgetting. 

Conditions at Naples were so much better 
today that the people were almost incredu- 
lous of the tales of terror told by those who 
nad escaped from the towns, villages, und 
country farther within the zone of devasta- 
tion. But in other quarters there is no es- 
eaping from the evidences of the volcano's | 
fury. At Boscotrecase the exhumation of the 


dead is being carried on by soldiers, who, | 


owing to the advanced state of decomposition 
of the corpses, are unable to work more than 
an hour at a time. The work is one of great 
financial cost as well as of: danger and 
arduousness to those engaged in it. Many 
of the bodies are merely shapeless, unrecog- 
nizable masses of flesh and bones, while. 
others are but little disfigured. Asquickly as 
possible they are buried in quicklime, to 
lessen as far as may be the danger of epi- 
mie. None but those engaged in the work 
of recovering the corpses are permitted in the 
vicinity. 
Story of Strange Ride. 

A correspondent who traveled today in the 
belt over which ashes continue to fall said 
tonight: 

At Rome there was sunshine, but twenty 
miles south 4 t hin vell of smoke made nearby 
mountains dimly visible, their snow peaks | 
soiled andsooty. The sone of semi-obscurity 
began twenty-five miles above Naples. The 
sun, though shining, was invisible. Its light 
seemed to come through smoked glass, shed- | 
ding a sickly glare upon whitened vegetation. 

Everything was covered with powder. | 
The locomotives were coated as though they | 
had plowed through tar. White villas were 
daubed and dripping with mud, and people 
were busy on the roofs shoveling off the | 
ashes. The crowds at the stations resembled 
millers, their clothing covered with graphite 
powder. 

Like Prairie After Blizzard. 

“ The Campania presents the appearance of 
a Dakota prairie after a blizzard, except that 
everything is gray instead of white. The 
ashes lie in drifts knee deep. Villas, trees, 


mud on the sides exposed to the volcanic 
storm. 

Ten miles north of Naples the train en- 
ters an area of semi-night. Billows of thick 
smoke roll from tne direction of the moun- 
tain. The railway telegraph poles become in- 
visible twenty feet away. The train moves 
with extreme caution to avoid collision, 
Breathing is difficult, and the smoke makes 
the eyes water. This obscurity lasts untl 
a short distance north of Naples, where the 
sky clears and normal conditions are re- 
sumed.“ 

Ten Tears to Recover. 

After the last great eruption, which oc- 
curred in 1872, the land covered by cinders 
did not produce crops for seven years, and 
the losses in this respect alone averaged $20,- 
000,000 yearly.

TRACTION “DOCTOR” DENOUNCED 
BY UNION. WORKMEN. 


Protest Against Mayor’s Selection of | 


Former Head of Municipal Voters’ 
League as Counsel in Local Trans- 
portation Affairs Is Voiced by. .- 
sociated Building Trades—Appoint- 
ment Is Declared to Be an Insult to 
Organized Labor in Chicago. 


A protest againet the appointment of Wal- 
ter L. Fisher as traction counsel was voiced 
last night by the Associated Building Trades, 
representing 30,000 organized workers in the 
city. Among other epithets applied to Dr.“ 
Fisher was that of political grafter.“ 

The attack on the mayor’s appointee 88 
sumed such unanimity in the building trades 
meeting that President Martin B. Madden 
named a committee composed of Thomas 
Fred A. Pouchot and William 
Gunther to draft resolutions, enrbodying the 
sentiment of the unionists. The committee 
probably will make the resolutions public 
today. 

Leaders who spoke at the meeting charac- 
terized? Fisher as an enemy of organized la- 
bor anda man totally unfit to represent the 
city in traction matters.“ 

* This appointment is an insult to organ- 
ized labor,“ said one delegate who is at the 
head of one of the largest buliding trades 
unions in Chicago. 

We do not believe the union people of 


this city wish to have the traction question 


leftin the hands of a man of Fisher’sstamp,”’ 
said President Madden. For years he has 

opposed their interests, defeated their can- 
didates for office and in every possible way 
worked to injure the cause of labor. We have 
no reproach against Mayor Dunne, but be- 
lieve he made a mistake in selecting Fisher 
as his traction adviser.’ 


Want Tunnels Removed Now. 

Mayor Dunne's proposition to delay the 
lowering of the Washington and La Salle 
street tunnels received a body blow yester- 
day. As the result of unanimous action taken 
by the executive committee of the Chicago 
River Improvement assoclatlon a protest was 
telegraphed to the secretary of war urging 
that no extension of time be granted, and re- 
questing an appointment for a conference 
with a delegation to be sent by the associa- 
tion. 

As Secretary Taft is known to be opposed 
to any delay in the tunnel lowering operations 
it is believed that the association's action will 
defeat the mayor's scheme. The time limit 
set by cOngress expires tomorrow. 


Resolutions Are Adopted. 

The resolutions adopted yesterday by the 
River Improvement association were pre- 
pared by a subcommittee on tunnels consist- 
ing of Capt. D. Sullivan, president of the as- 
sociation: George Marcy, C. L. Dering, H. B. 
Ford, and R. J. Dunham. They are as fol- 
lows: 

Resolved, That it ia the sense of this association 
that in view of the fact that no steps have yet 
been taken by the authorities of the city of Chi- 
cago for the lowering of the tunnels under the 
Chicago river, that this association protest against 
any extension of the time for the lowering of the 
said tunnels or the remission of the fine declared 
by act of congress. 

Resolved, also, That the subcommittee on tun- 
nels be directed to take such steps, by legal pro- 
ceedings or otherwise, as will compel the com- 


‘pliance of the city authorities with sald act of 


congress. 

The president and secretary of the associa- 
tion were authorized to appoint a committee 
to confer with Secretary Taft in Washington. 
The committee, which may be a large one, 
will be appointed as soon as the secretary 
sets the time for the hearing. 

“The association will take no further ac- 
tion, legal or otherwise, until it learng the 
result of its protest to Secretary Taft,“ said 
Edgar B. Tolman, counsel for the associa- 
tion. We are depending on this to secure 
what we want.“

WALL STREET HEARS OF PLAN

jority of the stock, 

The committee, consisting of four or five 
substantial business men of Chicago, will be 
in @ position to meet the mayor on his own 

unds, as the men to be appointed will have 
at heart the best fhterests of the city ot Chi- 
cago and be actuated by the desire to secure 
for the public the best service possible from 
the traction lines. Consequently, it is be- 
lieved that the municipal authorities cannot 
but feel that by the proposed arrangement 
they are dealing with parties equally inter- 
ested with themselves in promoting the 
elty's interest. 

“Tf an agreement is reached by this com- 
mittee with the mayor, other stockholders 
of the Union Traction company, whose hold- 
ings are not pooled, will be asked to ratify 
whatever proposition may be decided upon 
as a result of the negotiations.“

Mrs. Jutte was subjected to a searchiag 
cross examination all mornings and for an 
hour in the afternoon, when she succumbed 
to the strain and the judge was compelled to 
/ adjourn court. 

Mrs. Jutte Paid Premiums. 

Among other things, Mrs. Jutte was asked 
if her husband had not carried a large amount 


ceding his death. Mrs. Jutte replied: ‘‘ Yes, 


he did, but I wae paying the premiums.” 


One of the policies, Mrs. Jutte said, was for 
$200,000, and had a clause that suicide was 
not to have any effect on its payment. It 
was this policy, her husband said, Friend and 
Hoffstot had tried to have transferred to his 
estate instead of letting it remain payable to 
her. 

Mrs. Jutte says she and her husband visited 
the safe deposit vaults in 1905, when he took 
out a contract which he and Friend and Hoff- 
stot had entered into. Her husband was 
annoyed when he found the signatures had 
faded so that they weréindistinct. She went 
with him to Friend and, after expressing his 
surprise and annoyance at the way the ink 
had faded, her husband _.sked Friend to sign 
again. 

Contract Signed with Pencil. 

Friend consented, but found the paper 
would not take the ink, and he and her hus- 
band signed a contract with a lead pencil 
and she signed it in the same way asa wit- 
ness. During the argument that followed the 
expression “disappearing ink’’ was used 
once or twice.

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UNITED STATES SUGGESTS _ 
DATE FOR HAGUE AFFAIR. 


Sends Russia Word Any Time After 
Sept. 20 Will Be Acceptable—Rea- 
sons for Delay. 


Washington, D. C., April 18.—An important 
step toward the agreement upon a date for 
the assembling of the second Hague confer- 
ence was made today when Secretary Root 
informed the Russian government that the 
convenience of the United States would be 
served by the selection of any date later than 
Sept. 20 next. 

This date was mentioned because it was 
calculated that it would mark the conclusion 
of the Pan-American conference at Rio, and 
the ability of the delegates there in attend- 
ance to reach The Hague in cases where they 
were charged to represent their governments 
in both conferences. 

Incidentally, it may be noted that Secre- 
tary Root expects himself to have completed 
his South American trip and will be in Wash- 
ington ready to deal personally with any 
question arising at The Hague which the 
American delegates might desire to submit 
w his judgment.

Baltimore and Ohio Officials Give Inter- 
state Commission Proof of Commun- 
ity of Interests. 


Baltimore, Md., April 13.—Coal is taken out 
of the mines by a company owned hy the 
Baltimore and Qhio, transported over a rall- 


road owned by the Baltimore and Vhic, and

‘FATHER'S SECRET 18 OUT 


AGED. MAN. ADMITS FOUR CHIL. 


DREN ARE NOT HIS. 


Poverty Brings Philip Lindeman, 84 
“Kearse Old and Blind, te the County 
Court, Where Judge Pond Is Asked 
te Compel Supposed Offepriag to 
Support Him—He Says Their Par- 
ent Never Returned from War and 
He Passed as Their Pregenitor. 


Poverty was the cause which led up yes- 
terday in Judge Pond’s court to the recital 
of a romance 80 replete with pathos as to 
attract attention even among the many sor- 
did tales heard daily in the County court. 

Forced by want to disclose the secret which 
he had guarded sacredly for forty years, 
Philip Lindeman, 84 years old, told his four 
“ children’ from the witness stand that he 
was not their father. Then, bit by bit, the 
entire story which the mother of the chil- 
Gren had refused to tell even upon her death- 
bed, was drawn from the feeble man. 

It was when President Lincoln first called 
tor volunteers at the beginning of the civil 
‘War that Frank Lindau, the first. husband 


‘of Mrs. Lindman, left her four little children 


in Cincinnati and went to the front. That 
was the last they ever heard of him. Wheth- 
“er he war killed in battle or whether he died 
in the hospitals, his family never learned. 


Lindeman Returns to Old Love. 

The war came to a close and Lindeman, Who 
also had enlisted, returned to his home in 
Cincinnati and met his former sweetheart, 
Mrs. Lindau The years that had intervened 
since he last had seen her, during which she 
had married, reared a family, and lost her 
husband, were forgotten, and he once more 
unfolded the story of his love, 

But the mother, not knowing the fate of her 
husband, refused to marry him. Then she 
yielded to his persuasions ahd intro@uced him 
to her children as their father who had gone 
away to the war before they were old enough 
to remember him. 

For eight years the family remained in the 
Ohio city. Then, coming to Chicago, Linde- 


man gecured employment as a carpenter. All 


this time he supported the mother and chil- 
dren, who had taken his name. A few years 


Lago ue lost his sight, his health was broken, 


and he was unable to work at his trade. 

At that time three of the four children were 
living in Chicago. They are John Lindeman, 
a plumber, 101 California avenue; Mrs. Kate 
Ward, wife of a street car conductor, 155 
North Western avenue; and Mrs, Amelia Mc- 
Intyre,.680 California avenue, William Lin- 
deman, the fourth child, is living in Gales- 


burg, III. 
Mother Dies, Guarding Secret. 

Mrs. Lindeman’s health failed and she was 
sent to Florida with the small savings of the 
tamlly. in a vain attempt to regain her health. 
She was brought back to Chicago less than a 
year ago, where she died. From that time the 
old man has had a hard battle for an exigt- 
ence. Blind, weak, and unable to help him- 
self, he looked to the children whom he had 
supported, for assistance, but with the ex- 
ception of Mrs, Ward, they refused to help 
him. 

So Mrs. Ward, as a last resort, applied to 
the court to compel the other children to as- 
sist in the support of the invalid. The cage 
came to trial in the afternoon and John Lin- 
deman immediately was placed on the stand 
and Judge Pond asked why he would not con- 
tribute to the man’s support to pre vent him 
being sent to Dunning. 

“Tt will be a disgrace if you will permit 
your poor old father to go to the county in- 
stitutions at Dunning.“ said Judge Pond, 
“ Why won't you support him?’ 

„ Because I am sure he is not my father 
and 1 don’t love him, said the man. 

The blind man was called to testify in his 
own behalf. Supported by Mrs. Ward he 
tottered to the witness stand. He turned his 
sightless eyes to the man who had renounced 
him and, after a brief pause, speke to him. 


Old Man Admits Truth. 

“No, I am not your father,” he said. 
have taken the place of a father to you chil- 
dren, but in the eyes of the law I have been 
only your guardian. You cannot be forced 
to support me he.said. 

John Lindeman, the plumber, at last con- 
sented to pay §2 for the room rent of the 
old man for two weeks, after which time he 
must go to Dunning unless somebody con- 
tributes to his support. 

He returned to Mrs. Wards house, and 
he will remain there during the two weeks 
which he will have to await the arrival of 
some financial assistance. _.

Those who only know Mr. Francis Wilson 
as he appears behind the footlights as the 
tramp in Erminie,” as thé foolish moun- 
tain climber in the play of that name, do 
not imagine that he is one of the most book- 
ish actors on the stage, I doubt if any other 
member of his profession has so fine a H- 
brary, and few have his facility with the pen. 
It is not simply books as books that Mr.

Harmony is the most important element in a 
work of art. 

The methods by which «actors arrive at great 
effects vary with the nature of the actor. 

The power of dramatic action overwhelms the 
comparative impotency of dialogue. 

Shakspeare is responsible for the starring system. 

Guying begins where ability leaves off. 

Art is so sacred in Paris and its conventionalities 
s0 firmly established (that) no change of govern- 
ment could’ affect it. 

Acting is not to be confounded with wardrobe. 

If necessity is the mother of invention, she is the 
foster mother of art. 

Mr. Wilson describes a visit to Jefferson 
at Buzzard’s Bay in the summer of 1904. 
He looked wan and frailer than usual, 
and I found the family had despaired of his 
recovery from an iliness of the previous 
season.” Mr. Wilson did not share this 
concern, for he believed that, Uke Macbeth, 
Jefferson bore a charmed life. During the 
visit Mr. Wilson found some moments alone 
with Jefferson, and they chatted over past 
and even prospective matters 

“As we passed through the garden he 
pointed out some lath supports made by 
himself to engirdle his tomato vines.

Then, re- 
suming the serious vein, he continued: 
Therefore I have become a gardener. My 
boy, when you are past 70 don't forget to 
cultivate a garden. It is all expectation.’ 
Dear man, he had been a horticulturist all 
his life long! And the flowers he ‘tended 
were woven int wreaths of smiles and gar- 
lands of. happiness for the multitude.” 

Mr. Wilson's book abounds with anecdotes 
of Jefferson, with whom, it will be remem- 
bered, he played in the famous all star 
cast of The Rivals.”” Mr. Wilson does not 
claim that his book is an adequate Ife of 
Jefferson. For that he refers the reader 
to Mr. William Winter. Nor does he claim 
that his pages have the ineffable charm of 
Jefferson's autobiography—‘‘a book to be 
mentioned only with Colley Cibber’s ‘ Apol- 
ogy,’ equal In interest, beyond it in charm.“ 
It is merely Jefferson as he knew him that 
Mr. Wilson gives us; and he is the same eld 
Jefferson, always interesting, ~always 
charming, always with a fresh point of 
view. 

Jefferson once told Mr. Wilson and a 
group of actors of Laurence Hutton's show- 
ing him a manuscript of an artigle for a 
magazine. He asked Hutton when it was to 
be published and was told perhaps not for 
a year. Then Jefferson gave a humorous 
account of once meeting with the prize 
fighter Joe Coburn in a restaurant at St. 
Louls. Coburn swung over to the table 
where Jefferson was sitting, and said: 

I hear you and me's rivals dis week? 
„Tes, answered Jefferson; but I am 
glad, Mr. Coburn, it is not in the same ring.“
